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The Moscow communique and

To Russians 


Madrid Concerned 
Lest Full-Fledged 
Civil: War Develops 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—(7)—The 
tightly controlled Spanish press 
accused Russia today of attempt: 
ing to incite rebellion in Spain and 
the overthrow of. the regime of 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco. 

With clashes between Spanish 
Republican guerrillas and Franco's 
forces continuing, the concern in 
Madrid over the possibility that 
the uprising might develop into a 
full-fledged civil war was reflected 
in the government + dominated 
press. 


Press dispatches accused Russia, 
“seconded by extremist papers in 
many democratic countries,” of 
starting a campaign “to make re- 
lations between the Spanish gov- 
ee and the Allies impossi- 

e.”’ 


The Berlin radio reported 
“heavy battles” already had been 
fought in Catalonia and added 
that, although Franco’s forces had 
succeeded in pushing Republican 
troops back into France, the men- 
ace to the generalissimo’s regime 
| remains. 
| The German-controlled Scandi- 
navian Telegraph Bureau said ap- 
proximately 40,000 well-equipped 
Spanish Maquisards had been con- 
centrated between Toulouse and 
Pau near the border ready for an 
attack on Franco’s forces. 

Official Britain remained silent 
on the situatfon in Spain, but it 
appeared certain it will soon pro- 
voke diplomatic and political ram- 
ifications here. 

‘In the midst of his troubles at 
home, Franco appeared to have 
gained a diplomatic coup. It was 
reported from Paris that France 
and Spain had reached an agree- 
'ment to re-establish normal diplo- 
_matic relations despite the ideo- 
logical differences between them 
and the tension over the frontier 
incidents.

2,000 Planes Hit 
Nazi Industry, Oil 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—(#)—Devas- 
tating blows were rained on Ger- 
man industry and transportation | 
and oil producing facilities today 
by more than 1,200 American and 
upwards of 1,000 British heavy 
bombers. The daylight raids were 
carried out despite bad weather. 

The U. S. Eighth Air Force 
struck at the remnants of natural 
oil refining installations in the 
Hamburg area and, for the fourth 
time, at Gelsenkirchen, home of 
the Scholven-Buer and Nordstern 
synthetic oil plants. They also at- 
tacked Hamm, the hub of trans- 
portation of German war materials. 

Although the Nazis offered no 
opposition in the air, an Eighth Air 
Force communique said two bomb- 
ers and one escorting fighter were 
missing. 

The RAF, in its daylight assault, 
made Essen its principal target. 
The Halifaxes and Lancasters 
droned over the great armament 
and railway center for half an 
hour, giving the city its second 
blasting in 36 hours. Large fires, 
sent smoke two miles into the air, 
returning pilots reported. 

At about the same time, other 
British bombers dropped their 
loads on a synthetic oil plant at. 
Homberg. A communique said the 
RAF lost four bombers. ie 

Mustangs which escorted the 
American bombers strafed targets 
around Hamburg and reported dis- 
abling eight locomotives, 36 oil 
tank cars and four freight cars.

ANOTHER RUSSIAN WONDER 


- New Drug, Sympatometin, 
_ Doubles Ordinary Growth 


MOSCOW, Oct. 25.—(7)—A growth-promoting medicine which 
doubled the weight of a mature dog, restored an 80-year-old man to 
health and now is being used for treatment of hemorrhage and bone 
infections among Red army wounded was reported by the Communist 


youth rrewspaper, Komsomolskaya 

The preparation, sympatometin, 
was developed 15 years ago by 
Prof. Ivan S. Chukichev from a 
miture of albumen and sulphuric 
acid, the articie said, giving this 
account: 

In his original experiments, Chu- 
kichev found sympatometin was 
beneficial in cases of rheumatism, 
asthma, and some nervous dis- 
eases. Its effect in spurring 
growth was discovtred accidently 
when a weak solution spilled on 
some flowering plants and they 
grew to three times their norma! 
Ze. 

Chukichev poured some liquid 
sympatcmetin into a bowl of wa- 
ter containing frog embryos, and 
the embryos developed at twice 
their average rate. 

A dog given four injections of; 
sympatometin in its stomach dou-

bled its weight in four months. 
Its appetite was increuse several 
fold. 

Sympatometin given to an 80- 
year-old man who was extremely 
underweight and too weak to 
work restored him to such health 
that he was able to work six or 


eight hours daily, and his parch-, 


ment-yellow skin became a 


smooth pink. 

In tests with a cow, Chukichev 
found that the milk output stay- 
ed at a constant high level for 
seven months. 


Sympatometin is called “mush- 
room drops” because of a faint 
odor similar to that of mushrooms, 

Chukichev now is using it for 
some wounded soldiers, claiming 
it checks hemorrhage and bone 
infections, the newspaper said.

‘Bold’ Shipbuilding Program 


Urged by FDR, 


To Begin Now 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25—(UP)—President Roosevelt today ad- 
vocated a “bold and daring” shipbuilding program featuring fast, 
modernized cargo and passenger ships to keep the nation abreast 
of world competitors and provide jobs in the postwar era. 


He discussed the plan at a 
luncheon conference with R. Adm. 
Emory S. Land, Maritime Com- 
mission chairman, and Henry J. 
Kaiser, west coast industrialist, 
who told newsmen afterward that 
Mr. Roosevelt emphasized that no 
time should be lost in getting the 
program under way. 

Kaiser said the program calls 
for immediate acceleration of “the 
Maritime Commission’s develop- 
ment, design and construction of 
greatly improved types of both 
passenger, cargo and coastwise 
vessels,” The vessels, to be built 
in yards erected for war produc- 
tion, would be financed by the 
government and sold to private op- 
erators.

From Adm. King came the first defi- 
nite word. He said that practically the 
entire Japanese fleet had at last come out 
to fight. 

From Gen. MacArthur came later word 
that a decisive defeat had been adminis- 
tered to that fleet. 


Still later came announcement from Mr. 
Roosevelt that from Adm. Halsey had come 
a dispatch reporting the Japanese fleet se- 
riously damaged and routed in one of our 
greatest and most decisive naval victories. 


This is great news to all Americans and 
to the cause of freedom everywhere. It 
will be several days before it may be eval- 
uated. In fact, the battle is not over. Our 
air fleet will maintain pressure and fire 
power on any limping remnants of that 
fleet today. If it is badly crippled we may 
dare to pursue it to the very gates of 
Japan. 


At any rate, the enemy has come out 
to fight and has been defeated. Our own 
loss was not great in ships, and, more im- 
portant, not heavy in men. 

Defeat of the Japanese fleet means that 
our plans for landing on the China coast 
will be speeded up. If the evaluation shows 
defeat to have been heavy enough in loss 
of Japanese ships and planes, we may 
make that move before we have completed 
our present task in the Philippines. What 
we chiefly seek there is one group of is- 
lands to use as an air base for that China 
coast landing. 

The news is great and in the American 

tradition. 
' Friday, tomorrow, is Navy Day. Let us 
all join with the local celebration of Navy 
Day and be present at the dinner to pay 
tribute to the Navy which has so magnifi- 
cently met and defeated the arrogant Japa- 
nese sea forces. 


For a Constitutional Penal Commission 


From all over Georgia in the past two 
weeks have been coming whole-hearted 
indorsements of Gov. Ellis Arnall’s pro- 
posal to establish a constitutional Board 
of Prisons charged with carrying out the 
state’s long-needed penal reform program. 

Press and public alike have been quick 
to understand the logic behind such a sug- 
gestion and there has been a well-nigh 
universal approval of the plan to anchor 
the prison system to a non-political board 
of leading citizens, functioning in large 
measure just as do the Board of Regents 
and Board of Education. 

Adoption of such a program would 
have the effect of removing the important 
penal system beyond the passing whims of 
good governors and out of the political 
grasp of bad ones. It would enable the 


board to plan and carry out an intelligent 
and uninterrupted program through a 
period of years and it would give the 
prison system a guarantee of permanence 
and stability which would allow it to 
attract capable career employes who de- 
mand—and rightfully—some measure of 
job security. : 
There has been, as yet, no real opposi- 
tion evidenced to the proposal. Nor will 
there be any save perhaps from a few 


professional politicians who for years have - 


played petty politics with Georgia’s long- 
suffering penal program. 

The Governor’s suggestion is a good 
one. 

The Constitutional Commission—and 
the legislature—should at least give the 
people of Georgia a right to vote upon it.

in 1942. At that time our fortunes were at their lowest ebb. We 
had been defeated at Pearl Harbor. We had been humiliated and 
defeated at Manila. We had seen the tide of Japanese aggression 
sweep across the vast Pacific, taking all the islands, all the raw 
materials, all the vast wealth of them. 


We had been driven back on every front. We were like a boxer, 
surprised and knocked down in the first round, who gets up and 
goes into a wobbling retreat until his brain clears and he can 
muster what he has left of strength and skill for the fight.

It was they who aided us in the earlier battle for the Marianas 
islands. They informed us of an enemy ship concentration. It was 
they who aided us in the invasion of the Philippines. 


Starved, hunted like wild animals, lacking medical supplies, 
arms and ammunition, they did not give up when the light of 
freedom burned very dimly everywhere. In those grim, captured 
islands there was little hope the light of freedom and hope was 
burning. But it was. 


Faintly at first, more than two long years ago. 


But now, it burns strongly and it illuminates how man may

Kathleen Winsor, young woman who wrote 
oe i that present-day. sensation of the novel-publish- 

ing world, “Forever Amber,” is in Atlanta this 
week. Tuesday there was a cocktail party in her honor, yesterday 
she autographed copies of her book at an “autograph tea” held 
by one of our large department stores. 

Checking on sales of the book, I learned that the first edition 
is, to all intents and purposes, gone. One store told me they were 
hoping to receive 350 of the second edition this week. Without any 
doubt all 350 would be quickly sold and they’d be seeking more. 

The lending libraries have waiting lists as long as both your 
arms, with an average length leg added. If you are impatient, you

had better not place your name on such lists, but buy the’ book. 


instead. For it is a book of vast wordage and every library renter 
will probably keep it two or three times as long as an average 
book—it takes that long to read it. 


I didn’t do any serious estimating, but my guess would place 
the total wordage not far short of 1,000,000. There are 972 pages 
and it probably averages close to 1,000 words to the page 


Yes, thank you, I’ve read it. 


In dear old Boston, where it is, apparently, 
disgraceful to know the facts of life, ‘“For- 
ever Amber” has been banned as too virile reading even for the 
Lodges and the Cabots. Which, of course, adds to the demand for 
the book in other less hypocritical regions. 


The book is fascinating reading. Despite its size, I read every 
word of it and enjoyed ’em all. And I must confess there have been 
other sensationally popular and successful works that I only dug 
through to the final page by judicious exercise of the art of 
skipping. 

The story is laid in London, in the time of the Restoration, when 
Charles II was king and the most important rulers of the kingdom 
were the many mistresses he established, in succession and generally 
overlapping, in apartments of the royal residence at Whitehall. 


It was a period when the “ladies” and “gentlemen” of the 
court, who constituted London “society,” were more openly licen- 
tious and amoral than in any other period of history. I have read 
rather a lot of history books and historical novels, but I doubt if 
even Rome in'its days of decadence or the French court just be- 
fore the revolution, were quite so unrestricte 
was that court of Charles II of England. 


Kathleen Winsor paints a picture of those times which is frankly 
realistic. She sugarcoats no unsavory historical truths and boldly 
uses the necessary primary colors on her canvas, scorning the pastels 
of the prude in heart. 


To those who prefer to study the story of mankind from behind 
a curtain of tender distortion, the book will undoubtedly prove 
shocking. To those who find vicarious thrill in tittilating their 
own repressed hankerings after the fleshpots, it will provide ma- 
teria) for many an enjoyable blush, 


But to the honest seeker after a true picture of man—and 
woman—and their foibles, in an age of bold lack of shame, it offers 
a well-written and gorgeous word picture of times which are prob- 
ably more intriguing to look back upon than they were to live.

The trouble was “conflicting in- 
terests.” These are large words, 
covering much ground, but when 
they are boiled down they mean 
only that two men are after the 
same dollar. 

Some of the states, trying to 
protect their people from compe- 
tition, had made laws to keep out 
the products of the others. All 
were jealous of their neighbors. 
And they ‘were in grave danger 
of losing the fruits of their vic- 
tory when leading citizens at last 
decided to meet at Philadelphia 
and do something about it. 

“They were not empowered to 
write a constitution. That was 
their own idea, And when they 
had written it, after four months 
of argument—l11l years after the 
Revolution began—not one of them 
was wholly satisfied with the re- 
sult. It was a compromise. 

Washington himself was not 
pleased. But he said that men of 
future generations, having equal 
intelligence and more experience, 
would be able to make any ad- 
justments that were necessary. He 
thought the convention had done 
pretty well, considering the “di- 
versity of interests” that had to 
be “attended to.” 

This “diversity of interests” was 
the chief stumbling block in the 
way of agreement, and seemed the 
thing most likely to disturb the 
Union in future. And indirectly 
it was the cause of our most 
bloody quarrel and most of our 
lesser quarrels to this very day. 

But we will do well to remem- 
ber that the chief cause of the 
war between our states was a mor- 
al matter. The people of some 
states persisted in doing a thing 
that seemed evil and horrible to, 
the people of other states. Insults 
and threats inflamed passions, and 
when that happens the conflict can 
be settled only by superior force. 

The Allies, having co-operated 
in a war for freedom, are already 
troubled by their “diversity of in- 
terests.” These differences may be 
compromised for the sake of peace. 
But we'd better avoid any argu- 
ment about moral matters—any 
effort to make one another behave 
more righteously—for men do not 
compromise when their passions 
are aroused.

Over all, -the Political Action 
Committee registration campaign 
has been spotty, better in some 
places than others depending on 
local directors. But a recent sur- 
vey by this writer, on a tour in 
the east and into New England, 
revealed that it had done gen- 
erally a fine job in the big cities 
in that crucial area where the 
presidential election will be de- 
cided. And the effect has spread 
beyond its own ranks into both 
regular Democratic and Repub- 
lican organizations. 


Th: Political Action Committee, 
for instance, has been sort of burr 
under the tail of the Democratic 
donkey. Cool as many regular 
Democratic organization leaders 
are toward this new political ele- 
ment aligned with them, some 
concede privately that it has been 
most helpful. Others refuse to 
Rive it much credit. Some go so 
far as to praise its campaign open- 
ly and to acknowledge that it has 
stirred the regular organization to 
get busy. 

If the Democrats win, this new 
political adjunct must share in 
the glory. Political realists know 
that the party had to depend 
heavily this year upon the labor 
vote because of losses among oth- 
er groups, notably - middle-class 
business, and farmers. The Dem- 
ocratic party has begun to shake 
apart. Conservatives have been 
falling away gradually because of 
the New Deal emphasis. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt recognizes how 
important labor is this year. It 
must be relied upon to close the 
Marrowing gap between victory 
and defeat. 


Paradoxically,- if Republicans 
win, they also must give the Po- 
litical. .Action Committee some 
credit. For it. has stirred up Re- 
publican organization leaders and 
workers. They are more frank in 
conceding this than are most Dem- 
ocrats. For example, when the 
Political Action Committee began 
to send out its sound trucks 


through the stéel mill districts 
around Pittsburgh, it woke up Re- 
publicans. 

Likewise, in New York city, 
many people who have complain- 
ed long and loud but never both- 
ered previously to do anything 
about it at the ballot box got in 
line this year and registered. This 
helps to explain the high regis- 
tration there. 

Also the dollar-per-worker cam- 
paign of the Political Action Com- 
mittee has given other folks ideas. 
Dollar campaigns are now popu- 
lar with Republicans. An espe- 
cially effective job is being done 
by the ‘Council of Republican 


Women of Pennsylvania which in- 


sists, however, that it invented 
this scheme some years ago and 
is not aping PAC. Ironically, 
the Political Action Committee’s 
fund-raising campaign has been 
disappointing despite all the out- 
cries by Republicans some. time 
back about the huge war chest 
the CIO was going to have at its 
disposal. 

Having whipped up registration 
so that Republicans got busy and 
swelled their own registration, the 
Political Action Committee now 
is somewhat concerned, itself, in 
looking forward to election day. 
Consequently, the organization 
now is stirring itself to get its 
own followers to the polls on No- 
vember 7. 

War workers, particularly, must 
make a special effort to vote this 
year. Some may have to sacrifice 
pay. Attempts failed to extend 
the hours of voting in both New 
York and Ohio, big doubtful 
states, the homes of the Repub- 
lican candidates for President and 
vice president. Thig was urged 
because of the long distances trav- 
eled by some workers every day, 
so that they must leave home in 
the morning before the polls open 
and can not get home at night un- 
til after the polls close.

Exposition 


‘When Grover Cleveland was elected President 
in 1884, the first Democrat to hold that office since 


1860, there was 


excitement enough: bonfires were 


lighted on courthouse lawns throughout the south, fire bells and 
church bells were rung, and perfectly respectable citizens went out 


and got drunk. 

But when Mr. Cleveland went 
on &@ speaking tour through the 
west in 1887 and promised to visit 
the Piedmont Exposition in At- 
lanta on October 17, 18 and 19, 
then the excitement was even 
wilder. Persons who had never 
seen or heard a Democratic presi- 
dent, (or even a Republican one, 
for that matter) immediately be- 
gan planning to attend the expo- 
sition on ohe of those days. 


The fair was open from the 8th 
through the 20th, but no special 
trains were run éxcept on the 
days of Mr. Cleveland’s appear- 
ance; from Thomaston alone there 
were three extra ones, and a spe- 
cial round-trip rate of $2.00. 

Miss Maynie King was married 
to Mr. John A. Thurston . during 
the exposition and when they an- 
nounced that they were going up 
to see the President, it was more 
than the bridesmaids could stand. 

“Cousin Maynie, please let me 
go,” cried Miss Jessie. “I’m just 
dying to see Mr, Cleveland!” Miss 
Jessie has always wanted to go 
anywhere, no matter whether it is 
to the washerwoman’s, or to Cali- 
fornia. She wants to go, too. 

“But John and I are on our 
honeymoon,” protested the bride. 

“Oh, that’s. all right, I shan’t 
bother you. And besides, it’s all 
in the family.” 

“Well, I suppose John could look 
after one more,” the bride replied 
with no enthusiasm at all. 

But Miss Neva Alexander also 
wanted to go, and Cousin Minnie 
Ellis from Newnan, and. the 
groom’s aunt. So, on the morning 
of October 19 at 5:50 in the morn- 
ing, the party of six assembled at 
the railroad station in Thomaston:

was going to be quite a day, and 
when they got home that night at 
10, they would have plenty to tell. 

The trains were not too crowd- 
ed at such an early hour, and they 
all laughed at a young lady from 
the country who kept saying in a 
loud voice, “Oh how I love to ride 
on the train!

“Lodging?” laughs Mrs, Thurs- 
ton. “John had reserved a roam 
for us at the Kimball House, but 
I don’t think we ever got near it. 
All I recall is the crowd, and peo- 
ple stepping on my new shoes; 
and I couldn't tell you to save my 
life whether we ever had anything 
to eat or not. I think perhaps we 
bought sandwiches at the fair— 
but then, I was sort of excited.” 

“But did you see the President?” 

“I haven’t the faintest idea.” 

“I suppose I did,” said Miss Jes- 
sie, “but I’m not sure. You see, I 
had my arms around ‘Miss Alice’ 
Thompson’s waist, and she was a 
great deal stouter than I, so nat- 
urally my vision was confined to 
what I ‘could see around each side 
of Miss Alice.” 

“The trip home was the worst 
thing, though,” Mrs. Thurston de- 
clared. “Out of all those 25 trains, 
you would think that we could 
have gotten on one of them in time 
to reach Thomaston that night. 
But when a train rolled up on the 
track, everybody began pushing 
like mad to get on. Sometimes 


three of us would get on, but the 


other three couldn't, so the ones 
who were on had to get off again. 

“It was midnight by the time we 
got to Barnesville, and the last 
train had left for Thomaston; so 
the six of us sat up in the station 
the rest of the night. We got hom 
about noon the next day.” ; 

“The exposition was a tremen- 
dous success,” declared the Thom- 
aston Herald. “The fancy goods 
display was excellent and it was a 
great privilege to see the art ex- 
hibit composed of famous paint- 
ings from all over the world. . . 
The display of machinery and ag- 
ricultural instruments was small 
but interesting; the mineral ex- 
hibit magnificent in character and 
extent. The poultry show was the 
finest ever, also cattle; the horses 
were not so satisfactory. 

“The grounds were in wretched 
condition. Already rough and un- 
even, they had been recently grad- 
ed which made them very muddy 
when the rains began. There was 
only one plank walk, and it was 
short and poor. 

Not a word about the President. 
Is it possible that the reporter for 
the Thomaston Herald also failed 
to see him?

Many Problems Face Us With War's End 


The problems facing our couh- 
try when the war is over and in- 
dustry is obliged to switch quickly 
to peacetime production will be 
many, complex, and difficuit. Self- 
confident rhetoric, we may be sure, 
will not solve them. Private-en- 
terprise slogans will not solve 
them. Intelligent and earnest plan- 
ning in a practical rather than 
doctrinaire spirit on the part of 
management, labor, agriculture 
and government is essential. Each 
of these elements in our society 
has a contribution to make. 


It is not planning that some of 
us resent. What we object to is 
the dismal, beaten, fatalistic state 
of mind in which much of the 
planning is undertaken. 

While acknowledging that many 
artificial measures for tiding over 
an exceptionally difficult crisis 
will be unavoidable, we reject the 
attempt, however well-meaning, 
permanently to invalid the coun- 
try and to pension off its popula- 
tion. We know too well from the 
experience of other nations and 
the more limited experience of the 
New Deal epoch that a people de- 
pendent for its economic survival 
on the state, rather than on nat- 
ural economic processes, is slated 
to lose its freedom and ultimately 
its security as well. 

We consider it vital that the 
American people break its habit of 
reaching for the morphine of gov- 
ernment paternalism every time 
their economic joints creak. We 
must distinguish between the aims 
that seemed desirable in the era 
of depression and economic stag- 
nationeand those required for an 
era of expansion and upsurge. We 
must, in short, c2ase to behave like 
chronic convalescents. This does 
not mean that'we should abjure 
all medicines instantly and indis- 
criminately, of course, but that we 
should cease to regard them as our 
chief reliance. _ , 

As I have already indicated, 
there is nothing deleterious about 
the principle'of social security per 
se. I am for it. 

But there is, it seems to me, all 
the difference in the world be- 
tween recognizing social security 
as an accessory element and rais- 
ing it to the status of a supreme 
goal for the American people, It’s 
the difference between stocking 
your medicine chest with reliable 
remedies for an emergency and 
dosing yourself habitually with 
nostrums, 

The whole conception of eco- 
nomic security rests on a psycho- 
logical error. People simply do 
not consider a minimum of food, 
clothing, and shelter “economic 
security”—except when they 
haven’t got these things. Once 
they have them, then their idea of 


minimum security expands to in- 
clude the movies, a radio, maybe 
a car. Indeed, as long as a lot 
of their neighbors have more, they 
will not consider themselves eco- 
nomically safe and satisfied. 

Necessary federal and state aid 
in the process of postwar adjust- 
ment must not be allowed to block 
from view the magnificent per- 
spectives of incentive enterprise 
ahead of us. We simply cannot 
afford to dim our postwar sights 
by limiting their focus to social 
security. To persist in doing so 
would be to win a skirmish and 
lose a battle in the war on totali- 
tarianism. 

The chance that our returning 
soldiers merit is not just a job— 
that is only the beginning—but a 
clear, fair road for. a‘clean, fair 
race. 

Without for a moment underrat- 
ing the negative and restrictive 
factors, I would like to quicken 
our thinking on at least six great 
postwar potentials which, if prop- 
erly and boldly utilized, should 
ease the transition from war, to 
peace, Each of them should .nour- 
ish peacetime production and 
create employment opportunities; 
all together provide the back- 
ground for a new prosperity. In- 
deed, they involve the danger of 
runaway prosperity of a _ kind 
which business, labor, and govern- 
ment alike must seek to avert. 


1. We will have the greatest 
plant capacity in our history. 

2. We will have greater sources 
of raw materials, natural and syn- 
thetic, than we have ever had in 
the past. 

3. We will have the greatest 
number of skilled mechanics and 
technicians ever available to any 
nation. 

4. We will have a tremendous 
backlog of accumulated demands 
for all types of commodities. 

5. The people will have accumu- 
lated unprecedentedly large sav- 
ings with which to satisfy their 
deferred demands. 

6.°An economic vacuum will 
exist in most of the nations of 
the world, and it is an immutable 
law of nature that a vacuum must 
be filled. 

Whether these potentials become 
pillars of strength or sources of 
economic embarrassment depends 
on our clear vision, ufblurred 
thinking, and courage as a nation. 
It depends on our readiness to fol- 
low the middle way and to work 
together from the largest possible 
areas of agreement. 

Production, and only produc- 
tion, can absorb these incalculable 
capacities, savings, skills, con- 
sumer demands. Not just work, 
but production—the kind of work 
that creates wealth and surplus 


capital to be plowed back into — 
the productive process. Common 
sense dictates that artificial 5bar- 
riers to full production be re 
moved. . 

It is self-evident that many of 
the controls wil have to be car- 
ried over into the postwar period, 
to avoid the stress of a too abrupt 
change-over. etion cannot be 
tossed out of the window in com- 
pliance with doctrinaire free-enter- 
prise theory. In this, as in all 
things, we must guard against the 
dangers of absolutist thinking, of 
putting theory above fact. 

Americans must not become 
slaves of any ideology—not even 
the ideology of free capitalism. 
The techniques of capitalism are 
tools to be used, not fetishes to 
be worshiped. The freeing of pri- 
vate enterprise from war and de- 
pression fetters must be rapid 
and thorough, but ordered and 
sensible. 


Within the limits of common 
sense, government must remove 
its authority and help create en 
atmosphere helpful to the healthy, 

tural operation of the capitalist 
Metan. Business and labor, on 
their part, must make sure that 
there is no stratification, no bar- 
rier of class. or calling to prevent 
any American from achieving his 
full economic stature. They must 
do nothing to congeal the social 
and economic fluidity which is 
one of the principal fountainheads 
of our vigor as a nation. 


Many existing mechanisms of 
social control must be utilized to 
cushion the transition from a war 
to a peace economy. Non-com- 
petitive. but useful public works, 
a gre system of financial 
aid ‘to demobilized soldiers and de- 
mobilized war workers, a plan for 
tiie rehabilitation of war-shatter- 
ed veterans to resume productive 
employment, sharply revised price 
controls to curb inflation—these 
are clearly a few of the functions 
that fall to government. 

None of this, however, relieves 
management of the obligation to 
do its full share to provide maxi- 
mum employment. Indeed, the 
extent to which it can and will do 
so will, in the final checkup, de- 
termine the tempo and thorough- 
ness with which official control 
and interferences can be abolish- 
ed. The government, at its end, 
must provide as far as possible 
the basic conditions that will 
make job-creating investment pos- 
sible and attractive. That, it 
seems to me, is the primary test 
in deciding whtther a given gov- 
ernmental control shall be con- 
tinued for a while or stopped at 
the moment the war is won.

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‘No Bargaining 
With the Enemy, 
Vows Churchill 


LONDON, Oct. 25.—(#)—“Un- 
conditional surrender in the sense 
of no bargaining with the enemy 
is still the policy of the govern- 
ment,” Prime Minister Churchill 
reiterated today in the house of 
commons. 

Churchill, who. will report Fri- 
day on his recent conferences with 
Premier Stalin in Moscow, avoid- 
ed questions as to how uncondi- 
tional surrender was reconciled 
with the fact that former enemies 
were now fighting on the Allied 
side, and regarding privileges for 


Nazi individuals who surrendered 
unconditionally. 

“I don’t think there is any rea- 
son for alarm,” he said, adding 
that such matters must be set- 
tled between the principal Allies. 

Agreeing to a short debate Fri- 


day after his Moscow report, the 
Prime Minister’ declined to en- 
gage in a foreign affairs discus- 
sion today.

“The issue of currency is only 
one of the many ways in which 
Germany has exploited the coun- 
tries she has occupied,” Church- 
ill said.

Hit by B-29s 


Huge Plane Plant 
Smashed in Fifth 
Air Blow From China 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(UP). 
B-29 Superfortresses, joining the 
battle of the Western Pacific, 
blasted the huge Omura aircraft 
plant on the southern Japanese 
island of Kyushu today in a thun- 
dering attack which Tokyo said 
was aimed at disrupting Nipponese 
supply lines to the Philippine 
front, 1,600 miles to the south. 

The attack was made in daylight 
by a medium-sized force of the 
giant bombers ma their fifth 
assault of the war on the industrial 
island of Kyushu. Tokyo said that 
the island of Saishu off the south- 
ern tip of Korea also was hit. 

The superforts flew from China 
and achieved “good results,” the 
War Department announced. Some 
fighter opposition was encountered 
along with moderate antiaircraft 
fire. One bomber was lost. 

It was the war’s second assault 
on Omura, on the east coast of 
Omura bay, 12 miles north of 
Nagasaki. It was previously struck 
in a night raid on July 7. : 

The War Department bulletin 
announcing the 13th operation of 
the war against Japan by the 
B-29’s described Omura as an air- 
craft assembly, repair and train- 
ing installation. It reported that 
the plant, of modern design, was 
built by Japan during the present 
war “as one of the keystones of 
her air power.” 

The plant comprises some 75 
buildings with 2,500,000 square 
feet of covered roof—a rich target 
for the B-29 bombardiers who un- 
loaded their bombs in clear weath- 
er. The plant, it was announced, 
“is large by any standard of com- 
parison for aircraft production and 
engine maintenance.” 

Having knocked out Formosa’s 
big staging areas which feed the 
Philippines, it appeared the super- 
forts now were concentrating on 
the big air installations on the 
Japanese mainland in order to 
cripple further the. hard-hit Nip- 
ponese air fleet. 

Tokyo claimed that the B-29’s 
were turned back in “confusion” 
before reaching Kyushu’s vital in- 
dustrial sections east of Omura 
and that the attacks were “aimed 
mainly at our supply facilities.” 
The last raids by the 8B-29’s 


joined with Adm. William fF. Hal- 
sey’s U. S. Third Fleet carrier 
planes in attacks on Formosa de- 
signed to knock out Japanese air 
power in preparation for, the 
subsequent Philippines invasion. 
Tokyo said that approximately 
100 B-29’s made the raids on 
Kyushu and Saishu between 10 
a. m. and 11:30 a. m. Tokyo time, 
and admitted there was “some 
damage to our side.” 
Among the points hit “indis- 
criminately,” Tokyo said, were the 
towns of Omura, Kumamoto, Saga 
and Omuta in western Kyushu; 
the island of Amakusa, west of 
Kyushu, and Miyazaki, on the 
southeastern coast of Kyushu.

“The remnant retreated west- 
ward through Surigao straits un- 
der continued air attack from our 
escort carriers, which inflicted ad- 
ditional losses and damage. 

“Every hostile ship was either 
sunk or heavily damaged. In this 
engagement we incurred extreme- 
ly light losses, having several PT 
boats sunk or damaged and one 
destroyer damaged. 

“The enemy’s northern force, 
four battleships and several cruis- 
ers with destroyers, gained con- 
tact with one of our escort carrier 
groups off the east coast of Samar 
and attacked by gunfire. Our 
planes from that group, supported 
by those of another of our group, 
drove off the attacking fleet, forc- 
ing it to retire to the north. 
COMBAT REPORTS 

“Detailed information is not yet 
available, but combat reports in- 
dicate that the enemy lost several 
cruisers and destroyers, while 
three battleships, ree cruisers 
and additional destroyers were 
badly damaged. 

“Ship casualties sustained by 
our forces were one escort carrier 
sunk and several escort carriers 
and destroyers damaged.” 

While the naval battle was in 
progress, the Navy high command 
spoke confidently of its probable 
outcome and left no doubt that 
they held high hopes that the 
backbone of Japanese sea power 
might be broken once and for all. 

The U. S. Navy’s long-standing 
dream of action against the Japa- 
nese fleet was realized as two for- 
mations of Nippon warships push- 
ed through San Bernardino and 
Surigao Straits, north and south 
of Leyte, respectively.

“That’s very good,” I praised 
him, “but now bring me ‘ele- 
phant’.” 

This stumped him for a time. 
Finally he brought me the volume 
headed “L.” 

“No, that’s not the right book, 
so I win a point,” I said. ’ “Ble.

This straightened him out, and 
he brought me the “E’”’ volume. 

After a few more victories for 
Danny, I asked him for “umbrel- 
la,” but he brought the volume 
“M.” I explained that “umbrella” 
begins \ with the sound of “uh,” as 
in “up.” 

You will observe, therefore, that 
Danny is not expert in the long 
and short vowels. So I gave him 
a little lecture on phonetics, as we 
teach it to deaf pupils. 

If you parents will look in the 
mirror, you will find that “f” and 
“vy” look the same, for your upper 
front teeth come down upon your 
lower lip when you utter these 
consonant sounds. 

But the “f” is solely a breath 
sound, while the “v” involves voice 
or action of the vocal ‘cords. 

In a like manner “p” and “b” 
look the same on the lips, but “p” 
is also purely a breath sound, 
while “b” involves a noise in the 
throat. 

We teach the deaf how to utter 
the “p” sound by letting the chil- 
dren blow out a candle. Then by 
letting them place their fingers 
on the throat while “b” is uttered, 
they feel the vibration of the 
larynx that distinguishes “‘b” from 


To teach a child “1,” have him 
place his tongue against the roof 
of his mouth and just back of his 
front teeth. With his mouth open, 
then have him make a sound in 
his throat. It will be “1.” 

Many youngsters lisp or cannot 
form the distinct “s” sound. To 
teach them how to utter “‘s,” stick 
the point of a pencil between their 
teeth. 

Then let them keep the tip of 
the tongue UNDER the pencil 
point and hiss. The sound will be 
a distinct “s.” Try it: right now 
and you will notice how a definite 
mouth position compels you to ut- 
ter a definite phonetic sound. 

Children often use “w” for “r.” 
They will thus say “wooster” for 
“rooster.” Have them utter “err,” 
prolonging the “r” sound therein. 
Then combine “err” with “ooster.” 
Speed up the SmapO, and soon they 
say “rooster.”

Adjustments Are Necessary 
If Children Omit Breakfast 


By SALLY SAVER 


“What can one do if children 
won’t eat breakfast?” a charming 
lady asked me recently. It’s a ques- 


tion not easily answered, and I 
think it is a question many homes 
need to answer. What say, I tell 
you some thoughts that. occurred 
to me as I talked over this prob- 
lem with her? 


“Give them more time,” is the 
first suggestion I made. Most chil- 
dren are very conscientious about 
getting to school on time and if 
there is a sense of hurry, not 
enough time to do justice to both 
breakfast and school, school will 
seem most desirable and breakfast 
will be slighted. So even though 
this mother protested it is very 
hard to get them up now, I empha- 
sized the importance of making a 
small adjustment in the family 
schedule, to get the children off to 
bed 10 minutes earlier, so they 
could be awakened 10 minutes 
earlier. A difference of 10 or 15 
minutes often will make the dif- 
ference between an extremely hur- 
ried and hectic breakfast hour and 
one that leaves no such sense of 
rush and turmoil, 


Secondly, I pointed out the 
attitude of other members of the 
family toward breakfast greatly 
influences children. If mother or 
daddy thinks orange juice, toast 
and coffee is enough breakfast, 
chances are Jimmie and Jane will 
think so, too. But mind you, grow- 
ing children cannot do their best 
on such a meager breakfast; they 
need food for energy and for 
growth. They need cereal and 
milk, bread and butter, an egg or 
other adequate fare. 

Third, after allowing a bit more 
time to avoid that feeling of hectic 
haste, and adults setting a better 
example, youngsters, should be en- 
couraged to eat, by 1, enough 
change in the breakfast menu to 


stimulate appetite and interest in| 
this first meal of the day; 2, intro- 
ducing a new dish, serving cereal | 


and other breakfast foods some- 
times in pretty dishes usually re- 
served for special occasions; 3, | 
maintaining an atmosphere of| 
cheerfulness and, if possible get-| 
ting the whole family around the 


breakfast table instead of making | 


the children eat by themselves. 

In many homes this is not prac- 
ticable, but it makes for better 
morning morale if it can be done. 


Too, if the children are allowed 
to select their cereal, or fruit juice 
and help prepare it, often they | 
will eat more. 


It will not be too difficult to in- 
troduce a new dish at breakfast if, 
biscuit, pancake, waffle or muffin 
mixes are kept on the shelf. If 
breads are varied, eggs cooked dif- 
ferently, if cereals requiring long | 
cooking are cooked the night be- 
fore, and reheated at breakfast 
time, if small sausages sometimes

A representative of the Game 
and Fish Commission said the of- 
ficial licenses were issued to game 
commissioners of other states, in 
reciprocation for complimentary 
licenses sent to the Georgia com- 
missioner. 

The auditor revealed he had 
disallowed the commission’s pur- 
chase of an automobile, since state 
law forbids ownership of a car. 

The commission’s operating ex- 
penses totaled $200,050, as com- 
pared with $156,827 for the pre- 
ceding year, and $206,906 in 1942, 
the audit showed.

Freight Rate 
Boosts Urged 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(?)}-— 
E, R. Oliver, vice president of the 
Southern Railway, urged today 
immediate restoration of freight 
rate increases to offset a possible 
slack period after the war. 

Oliver told the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which sus. 
pended the increases, that most of 
the current freight rate traffic is 


war-built and would drop drasti- 
cally when the war in Europe 
ends, perhaps this year. 

He cited government estimates 
of a 40 per cent war production 
cutback after victory in Europe . 
to bolster his argument that the 
railroads face a period of decreas 
ing revenue in the early future. 


Estimating that rail income di- 
rectly or indirectly from the war 
amounted to at least 60 per cent 
of the total, Oliver declared that 
the industry’s income would re 
vert to that of 1941 if war traffic 
disappeared. 

He suggested that postwar 
freight shrinkage would be evi- 
dent, particularly in the south, be 
cause of curtailment of military 
and shipyard operation. 

Walter S. Franklin, vice presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
predicted that suspension of the 
increased rates ultimately would 
impair the financial] structure of 
the railroads and interfere with 
their participation in combating 


|} unemployment after the war. 


“With net income declining to- 
ward the danger point,” Franklin 
said, “there is no compelling rea- 
son ‘why increases should be with- 
held until the situation becomes 
dangerously acute.”
